AN BSSAY UPON THE 
GOVERNMENT OF SOCIETIES. 


GOVERNMENT, taken in any of its intricate 
forms, can be conduéted but in three diftingét ways ; 
by upright principle, and undevieting integrity in 
the Governors, and perhaps in the people—by abfo- 
lute tyranny——or by mild and equitable law and in- 
fluence. There is noone, I prefume, who does not 
with the former; but it can never be.made praétical. | 

In civilized ftates, and in fmaller affociations, the 
mixed mode of law and influence on the minds of free | 
agents, appears to be the only mode in which tran- 
quility, ferenity, and general happinefs can be fately | 
preferved, with the allowance of human frailty. 
When I fee an affembly formed on any principles, 
however fublime and difinterefted, and for purpofes 
however beneficial, I remember it is formed of men, 
and confequently fubje€&t to many imperfeétions. 1 | 
will never believe that government can be made the | 
fubje&t of perpetual experiment. We are too often 
warned of the danger of changes, under the /peczous 
pretence of reforms and amendments ; we fhould re- 
member it is not every chymift, who can with facil- 
ity throw off the fpirit unmingled with the groffer | 
dregs of the mafs. 

I would recommend to the modern digefters of laws 
and framers of conftitutions, not to be too /ubtle in the 
procefs. I would graft new regulations upon the 
old principles, #y a very gradual removal of whatever 
is abfurd, obfolete or ufelefs, and make fuch vdditions 
as time fhall have rendered neceflary, or serious re- 
fieGtion have proved of effential fervice. It is not 
my intention to teach maziftrates how to govern, or 
people how to obey, but fuppofing 1 ryfelf a member 
of a regulated Society, I would maintain an eftablifh- 
ed order. 






































Every well regudated Society muff be fupported by 
WisDOM, ENERGY, and unwearied attention in 
Orricers, and by oszpiencs#, fyftematical acgui- 
ESCENCE, and srzADtNESss in every member. 

When we reflec how many Societies have been 
formed within the compafs of our knowledge, fome 
of which have bidden fair to be of great utility to the 
public, and extremely beneficial to their members, 
yet for want of good and wholefome regulations, and 
{pirited officers, have funk into oblivion, ere they had 
fcarcely found a name to diltinguifh them from 
the bufy multitude. It is natural to inquire into the 
caufes of the many difficulties to which they are la- 
able : but the reafons are obvious 

Self-intereft has always been confidered the ruling 
patiion of man; it isthe grand fimulus of the mind ; 
while that continues to be the fole obje& of purfuir, 
it is not at all furprifing that Affociations, which have 
not for their immediate objeé the intereft of their mem - 
bers, fhould fo often be buried in their own ruins. — 
So unftable are our paflions, and fo fickle are our de- 
terminations, that ere we have brought one idea iute 
exiftence, another fprings up and fupercedes it, 

So while we imagine we are eftablifhing a perma- 
nent foundation, fomething rifes in oppoGtion to our 
views; they fly to another obje&t; and our laudable 
intentions give way to felf-intereft, or temporary ¢n- 
joyments. 

_To eftablifa a permanent Affociation on any prin- 
ciple whatever, it firft of all requires a ftimulus for 
the exertion of its members; it alfo requires that its 
conduttors fhould be men who feel an intereft in its 
profperity, and who will perform with diligence and 
activity the duties which are requifite for its exiftence 
and improvement. It requires the fupport of every 
individual of which it is formed. 

Public benefits fhould be happily bleaded witl 
pr vate intereft, and the reputation of the whole fhould 
be the general aim of each individual, 

Such an inftitution would not fail to receive the 
countenance and fupport of every valuable member 
of fociety. CURTIUS.

AFTER twelve years refidence in Hol- 
land, they meditated a removal to Amer- 
ica; for which they afligned as reafons, 
the negleét of the Sabbath, the licen- 
tioufnels of the rifing age, (which led 
them to judge it unlafe to! educate their 
children in the country.) They were alfo 
animated with a hope of propagating the 
go{fpel among heathens, and forming a 
church free from the admixture of human 
additions, and a fyftem of civil policy, 
unfettered with the arbitrary inftitutions 
of the old world. 

As America appeared a proper place 
for the execution of their defigns, after 
ferious and repeated addrefles to heaven 
for dire&tion, they refolved te crofs the 
Atlantic, and made it the firft obje& of 
their folicitude to fecure the free exercife 
of their Religion. 

Upon. applying to James I. he gave 
them private aflurance that he would not 
moleft them if ‘ they behaved peaceably ;"" 
but he perfifted in refufing to tolerate 
them by public authority. The hope, 
however, that the diftance of their fitua- 
tion would fecure them from the jurifdic- 
tion of ecclefiaftical courts, induced them 
to refolve upon purfuing their plan, 
Hence they folicited and obtained from the

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Virginian Company, the grant of a tract 
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ef land, within the limits of their patent.{} mighty People.” 


As it was not convenient to remove 
at firft, the majority, with their paftor, 
concluded to remain for the prefent in 
Leyden. Mr. John Brewlter, Mr, Rob- 
infon’s affiftant, was cholen to attend the 
hrft adventurers. Two fhips were prepar- 
ed, one of which was fitted out in Hol- 
land, and the other hired in London. 

When the time of feparation drew nigh, 
their paftor preached a farewell difcourfe 
from Ezra, viti. 21. A large concourfe of 
friends from Leyden and Amfterdam ac- 
companied the emigrants to the fhip, which 
lay at Delft Haven. The night was {pent 
in fervent and affettionate prayer, and in 
that pathetic intercourfe of foul, which the 
feeling heart can better conceive than de- 
icribe. The affecting fcene drew tears from 
the eyes of the ftrangers. When the pe- 
riod in which the voyagers were to depart, 
arrived, they all with their beloved paftor 
fell on their knees, and with eyes, 
hands, and hearts upraised to heaven, fer- 
vently commended their adventuring breth- 
ren to the bleiling of the Lorn. Thus, af- 
ter mutual embraces, accompanied with ma- 
ny tears, they bade along, and to many of 
them, a final adieu. 

On the zed of July, they commenced 
their voyagey which was long and tempel- 
tuous; in the courle of which, they met 
the fhip from London, Their deftination 
was to Hudion’s River, but the Dutch, 
with a view of planting a colony in that 
place, bribed the pilot to conduét them 
jo far to the north, that the firft land which 
they made was Cape Cod, As they were 
not within the limits of their Virginian 
Patent, they faw the neceffity of eftablith- 
ing a feparate government for themfelves. 
Accordingly before they landed, after of- 
fering their devout and ardent acknowledg- 

ents to God for their fafe arrival, thev 
formed themielves into a body politic, un- 
der the crown of England, for the purpofe 
of eftablifhing juft and equal laws for the 
public good; And on the 10th of Novem- 
ber ele€ted Mr. John Carver, for their gov- 
ernor, during one year. After having done 
this, their firft obje&t was to fix on a con- 
venient {pot for fettlement, and at length af- 
ter many diftrefling embarraffments, they 
fixed on a place which they called New Ply- 
mouth, in grateful remembrance of the town 
which they left in their native country.* 

In this Golony they were obliged to en- 
counter numerous hardfhips, and incredible 


difficulties ; added to which, they had to
